1. The following comments are offered on subject: Produc- 
tion of Political Psychological Study on USSR, 


a. No similar study is now available, 
b, A study of this nature would be of value to ORE, 
. ORE is not prepared at this time to make such a study, 


d, The extent to which CIG should be held responsible for 
the contents of such a study should be clearly defined, There 
appear to be two courses of action open, namely: 


(1) A specialist or specialists in the particular 
field could be contracted to prepare such a study which 
would be disseminated as intelligence information, the 
contents of which would be the views of the individuals 
preparing the study, only. 


(2) A specialist or specialists in the particular 
field could be contracted to prepare such a study under 
CIG (ORE) guidance. An ORE evaluation would be placed 
on the study prior to dissemination, 


Course (1) would seem to be preferable at this time. 
In either case it would be advantageous for an ORE repre- 
sentative to discuss the study with the specialists prior 
to their starting work on it.
